"abies rubra" of Ciray's botany, aud 
it seems to bo a iioii-graine I variety 
of tho "abies nicrra," or black "beer 
spruce," which is common throughout 
the Eastern ir5tate=. 
It is found on 
cold hillsides at the far North, aud it 
is a plpw-s;rowing, close-Iibred wood of 
a redilish tint, aud rernarkiible freo 
fj'om rosiu. Wbfen a man discovers a treo 
of this chis«, bir^o an 1 straight ami 
free Jrom big Huibs and knots, he c m 
venture to fell it, knowiui? thit ho 
stands about one chance in twenty of 
finding a liddle spruce. 
If t h j /i^raitt 
of the wood proves 
fctrai^ht, 
with it 
cleavage whica makes toothpiclcs, ho 
has spoiled a, tun »er tree for nothing. 
If the wood is "kinky," ho waver, ami 
full of dots, like a bird's-eye maple, 
tho tree is worth fifty cents a ciibii^ 
foot where it lies, aud three times that 
sum when it is stiwel and seasoned. 


This woo l not only gives an even, 
resonant souu I when made into a vio- 
lin, but it take^ a be.iutifui )>ulishy 
which ijrings out the wavy and spot- 
ted fibre ia a wav to mnite it admired 
by all. 
About fifty years a'^o a m-in 
in Newport, N,^ H., ])lauted tho conet* 
of a fiddle spruco in a nursery, hoping, 
as he said "to raise his own fiddles." 
They grew well, but out of over 20) 
seedlings there wag not a single treo 
fit to make into violins.—Springfield 
Republican,

Vanilla is make from bean^^

grow upon a vine that clings to trees; 
and rooks. 


Allspice is male from the fruit of 
thQ.pimento tree. 
The seed is m^ch 


like tho pea. 


Sailron is the dried stigma of the 
common yellow crocus which grows in 
our gardens. 


Black mustard is the seed of siuapis 
nigra. 
The seeds have a brown color, 
With a redish tint. 


Mace is the blossom of the cutmeg 
tree, and is prepared by being, im- 
mersed in salt water. 


Cocoa IS made from the fruit of the 
cocoa tree, fermenti^d for five days in 
heaps, or in earthen vessels. 


The tamarind is'the marrow in the 
podlike fruit of the Indian tamarind 
tree. 
It is a dark brjwn masi, and is 
generally mixed with the seeds and 
fibers of the fruit.

The Dopartmont Usiiiff Kvery KfTort 
to Chopk Iho Losses—Tho Case of 
Rubo Burrows Uccalleil. 


YER DUO thousaDilporaoiisaro 
annually arrested' for trjiuj* 
in some way orpthcr to i^il- 
for from tho mails, and oii 
too averat^o more than t\vo post offices 
aro robbed every day, year ia aud 
year out. 
Last year there was au iu- 
croaae of thirty-live per cent, in post- 
oilicG burglaries, there beinrj -120 more 
such crimes duriug: that time than in 
tho year preceding, aud within 
the 
past teu years there has been an in- 
crease of 
per cent, iu pdstal rob- 
beries. 
The indications are that the 
present year will break the 
record, 
and that it will show more 4Diirglaries 
than any iu our history, 
' ^ 


Tho robbing of ])osto{lices is uow re- 
duced to a science. 
It is known that 
there are in the country a class of pro- 
fessional burglars who devote them- 
selves to robbing postoilices. 
They 
are experts in their line, and their 
stealings equal fortunes. 
'i*Jiey have 
their fences, through whom they get 
rid of the stamps they steal, 
and 
everything connected with them seems 
to be systematically organize.l. 
They 
operate in all i)arts of the couutry, 
though the headquarters of one oE the 
biggest gangs seems to bo iu 
New 
York. 
During tho past two or three 
years they have become bolder thau 
ever. 
The PostoiBce Department has 
for some time known of their 
exis- 
tence, and the inspectors are working 
night i^nd day to wipe them out. Two 
years a^fo t)io matter was taken up by 
Congress, and 
an appropriation 
of 
$10,01)1) was made-to bo used by the 
Postol^Kce D^^partment in the shape of 
rewards for the arrest and detection 
of such robbers.. 
Last year tliia ap- 
propiation was increased to S'i'>iOOO, 
and the result is that the department* 
now has standing rewards for noted 
postal burglars. 


M. D. Wheeler is the Chief Postof- 
iice Jnspector, Tho inspeobor3 may b.o 
called Uncle Ham's postal detectives. 
There aro about one hundred of them, 
and Ihey aro scattered all over the 
couutry. 
They have charge of all 
crimes connected with the postoilice, 
and may bo ordered by tho Postmaster- 
General to go to any part of tho coun- 
try at a moment's notice. 
A number 
of them are ou duty along tho line 
between tlie Uniteil States and Can- 
ada, and they arc eHpcsially busy now 
in keeping track of the robberies in 
the Western »States and Territories. 
Every day or s » there is a telegram 
from Oklahoma and the Indian Terri- 
tory asking for the detection of some 
new postolKce crime. 
The inspectors 
are under the charge of Mr. M, D. 
Wheeler, who directs them from the 
Postofiiice Department. 


All complaints are classified. 
Those 
which relate to the registered mail are 
marked ''A." 
Those which refer to 
the ordinary mail go iuto divisioa 
AU charges against postmasters 
and postal employes and the improper 
use of thu mails 
are assigned 
to 
another division, mark.ed 
The 


cases are those which relate to 
the robberies of postoffices, and the 
cases are complaints as to the 
foreign mail. There are daring crimes 
connected with all these cases. 
The 
registered mail is said to carry about 
two hundred million dollars a year. It 
handles about fifty jnillion letters and 
packages annually, and last year it 
was alleged that over twenty-iive hun- 
dred of these were opened "and their 
contents stolen. 
There were several 
thousand other cases, some of which 
embraced tho entire lose of tho letter 
or package. Of the cases investigated, 
it was found that losses actually oc- 
curred in only about eighteen hun- 
dred instances, and that in half of these 
the money was recovered by tho in- 
spectors, 
As to the annual ordinary 
mail it is impossible to estimate its 
value. At tho rate of twenty-iive cents 
per letter it would be worfch$500,00a,- 
000. 
Complaints in this 
division 
amounted last year 
to about lifty- 
ueven thousand, and the Joss was com- 
paratively Hmall. 
The chief increase 
in crime has been in postoffice bur- 
glaries, and connected with them the 
numerous defalcations in the Terri- 
tories of tho West. 


The men who rob Uncle Sam's post- 
offices are among the most» dangerous 
of 
our criminal classen. 
They are 
usually men of more than ordinary 
intelligence, 
and 
they seem to be 
adepts in the art of getting out 
of 
Uncle Ham's jails. There is a inau no^ 
in tho penitentiary at Joliefc, Jll,, who 
held up iive men and succeeded in 
making 
his 
escape 
after 
h^ 
had 
been 
arrested 
by 
the 
jjostal 
in- 
spectoi'o. 
This man'd name is Le Roy 
Harris. He was formerly in the employ 
of the New York Postoffice. 
About a 
year ago he got possession of some 
money order and postal noteblanl^s of 
a Connecticut postoffice. 
With these, 
by means of forgery, he succeeded ju 
obtaining about $3000 from the post- 
office funds. He sent his bo^jus money 
orders all over the country. 
The in- 
spectors soon discovered this fraud, 
and within six weeks after the thelt of 
the blanks they bad arrested him. He 
was taken to iiufiaio, N. Y., and was 
brought before a United States Com^ 
mieeioner. 
While that officer was is- 


drew his revólver, made tho llvo men 
in the room hold up their hands and 
escaped.

Of all tho desperate ])ostoffiee rob- 
bers who havo broken jail, howovor, 
the departmout has lio more reinirka- 
ble caso thau that o|' liubo Burrowp, 
This man was a famous train rob'oor 
and burglar.

in a number of pot^toQii^o robbcrios, 
and bo ended his career throuorh an 
attempt to rob a mail (rain iu Missis- 
sippi in ISRO, 
Ho had two eonfoilor- 
atos, and tho throo nion on tared tho 
train by way of tlio outiine. 
Tin y 
covered thn enginoor an 1 fironi'^n with 
their pistols, and then made thoir way 
back to the mail oar. 
Thoy took all 
of the registered pankaa^'s í^ud me- 
ceeded in makinií their esoape. 
Tho 
Postoffice Department offered SIOOO 
for the arrest of Hnrrow^. 
The rail- 
roads also offered Towards, and a man 
named Carter finally captured him. 
He was taken to Alabama, and wa^ 
put into a village jail. 
Carter lia<l 
gone oír to sleep at the hotel.

guard Burrows,
